Wont Larger Bonus 


Sugar Beet Growers Have Sent 
Petition To Finance Minister 

Manitoba sugar beet growers have 
joined those of Alberta, Ontario and 
Quebec in petitioning Finance Minis¬ 
ter Ilsley to increase the bonus on 
sugar processed from Canadian beets. 
This would increase the price to beet 
growers from the present $11 a ton 
to $12.50 a ton in 1947. 

Herbert Sulkers, Manitoba vice- 
chairman of the growers, said that 
the request, if granted, would in¬ 
crease the present bonus of $1.10% 
to $1.85% a ton on home grown 
sugar beets delivered at processing 
plants.

MUNICIPAL 

HOSPITAL 

No doubt since announcement 
has been made that the ratepayers 
°f Crows Nest Pass Municipal Hos¬ 
pital District No. 40 will be asked 
to sanction an additional expendi¬ 
ture of $90,000 to the $185,000 al¬ 
ready authorized many will 'have 
given the subject deep thought. 

In order that ratepayers might 
have a clearer picture before them 
in order to base their decision pro 
or con on the subject w« set forth 
these facts: 

For the first time possibly in the 
history of the Crows’ Nest P^ss 
the ratepayer of the various units 
decided at one and the same time 
that a modern hospital was a ne¬ 
cessity in this area and the large 
majority voted in favor of its con¬ 
struction. 

A site suitable to the majority 
has been secured between the tw0 
largest towns in the Pass, Coleman 
and BLairmore, and the site is now 
the property of the hospital board. 

The plans and specifications of 
the proposed hospital have been 
concluded by an architect so that 
construction will not be hindered 
once finance is available. 

Water pipes have been purchased 
and a water main can be laid in 
early spring from the Blairmore 
Water Works to the site. 

A contractor has been awarded 
the contract to construct the hos¬ 
pital at a price of $202,955. 

It will require an additional $70,- 
000 to equip the hospital at pres¬ 
ent day prices. 

Should the ratepayers sanction 
the increased $90,000 expenditure 
the hospital should be ready for 
occupancy within twelve to fifteen 
months from the moment the first 
work gang steps on the site. 

The Board plans on spreading 
the debentures over a 25-year per¬ 
iod rather than the original 20 
years in order to keep the mill 
rate as low as possible. 

A large industrial area such as 
The Pass requires a modern hos¬ 
pital to treat the many and mis¬ 
cellaneous injuries received, in in¬ 
dustry and which occur despite the 
safety precautions taken by the 
coal companies and unions. 

Our competent doctors, equipped 
with modem equipment, will be bet¬ 


ter able to attend to patients rath¬ 
er than having them sent to city 
hospitals where the equipment is 
available. 

Patients, whose illness would 
cause them to be sent to city hos¬ 
pitals, will save uncounted dollars). 
They will not have hospital bills 
to pay. Their family menibers will 
not have train or bus fares to the 
city, nor will they have hotel and 
restaurant bills. These items run 
into many thousands of dollars 
when spread over a year period 
and comprise the entire Pass. 

Maternity cases will have a ward 
of their own. 

Failure to sanction the increase 
will see the project closed for an 
indefinite period with much money 
lost. The so-called hospitals pre¬ 
vailing in the Pas s today would be 
the only means of hospitalization; 
the same number of “city cases" 
will have to be sent to the city, 
with its accompanying heavy load 
of expense to the unfortunate fam¬ 
ilies. 

This area is rich in coal deposits 
and its future Is bright. The hos¬ 
pitalization facilities of the area 
should progress step by step with 
industry. We should ever look for¬ 
ward; never backwards.

bridge construction in the province 
with proper approaches. 

The province is to make an im¬ 
mediate start on building a five- 
span steel highway bridge over the 
Old Man river between Lethbridge 
and Madeod. Thi s is expected to 
cost $200,000 and is regarded as a 
vital need for highway traffic tak¬ 
ing that route. 

Construction of piers already has 
commenced on the $160,000 high¬ 
way bridge on the Calgary high¬ 
way over the Red Deer river at 
Red Deer. It has ben found impos¬ 
sible to complete the pier s in time 
to permit stringing of steel this 
winter so this means that steel 
work will not be possible until low 
water conditions prevail next Au¬ 
gust.

Another project is the construc¬ 
tion of a 100-foot steel bridge over 
the Blindman river on the Calgary 
highway between Red Dear and 
Ponoka. The raid is being straight¬ 
ened in this sector.

LABOR-MANAGEMENT COM¬ 
MITTEES IN POST¬ 
WAR CANADA 

The number of labor-manage¬ 
ment production committees now 
functioning in industry across 
Canada has passed the 450 mark, 
according to the industrial produc¬ 
tion co-operation board in the Do¬ 
minion department of labor. This 
is an increase of 70 committees in 
the past 12 months. These com¬ 
mittees cover management and 
workers in an area of employment 
in which over 2,000,000 worker* 
ar e engaged. 

Initiated during war years to in¬ 
crease wartime production through 
a closer partnership of manage¬ 
ment and workers, the committees 
operated so successfully that it 
was decided they could also fill a 
very useful place during the period 
of reconversion and afterwards by 
bringing management and labor 
closer together. 

When it came to getting work 
done during the war, cost of pro¬ 
duction was not the important 
item; rather it was the speed and 
volume of production that matter¬ 
ed. With industry returned to a 
basis of competition from other 
countries and other industries, the 
volume of production in relation 
to cost becomes important once 
more. Experience has shown that 
the committees are an assistance 
to the various industries in facing 
peacetime competition through an 
improvement of employer-employee 
relations. 

The labor - management produc¬ 
tion committees are independent of 
collective bargaining, and do not 
overlap the field of union-manage¬ 
ment negotiation, but fill an im¬ 
portant role in day to day labor- 
management relations. The com¬ 
mittees, according to labor depart¬ 
ment officials, have .met with suc¬ 
cess sufficient to justify their de¬ 
velopment in the future as a fea¬ 
ture of industry. 

A labor-management committee 


is composed of representatives of 
management and labor, and is de¬ 
signed as an aid to iaweaae pro¬ 
duction, improve efficiency sad gen¬ 
erally to promote mutual confi¬ 
dence and trust between the part¬ 
ners in industry. The committees 
may be described as a j*int enter¬ 
prise in which there is a two-way 
channel of communication for the 
exchange of ideas and information 
on production problems. They are 
an agency which makes possible 
effective plant action on produc¬ 
tion, conservation, recreation, 
welfare, safety, absenteeism and 
many other important problems, 
according to officials of the board.

Balance Of Canada’s Overseas Troops

There are now 1,800 troops over¬ 
seas, it was estimated, and the bulk' 
of this number—1,020—sail for Can¬ 
ada Dec. 10 on the liner Samaria. An¬ 
other 600 will leave Jan. 8 on the 
! Aquitania. 

About 150 servicemen have indi¬ 
cated their intention of taking their 
discharges in England and staying 
i there. The others will remain in the 
United Kingdom on duty in Canadian 
army liaison offices. 


Announcing 1947 farm production 
targets at the end of a three-day 
meeting, the conference also recom¬ 
mended that oats acreage be boosted 
to 14,310,200 acres from the 13,162,- 
700 seeded this year and that barley 
acreage be increased almost 20 per 
cent, to 8,000,000 from this year’s 
total of 6,730,500 acres. 

The conference agreed that the 
barley acreage should be increased 
through some "incentive” yet to be 
determined. There had been sugges¬ 
tions during the conference discus¬ 
sions that a bonus be paid to farmers 
for every acre seeded to barley. 

The decision to increase the output 
of feed grains—oats and barley—re¬ 
flected the emphasis placed during 
the conference discussions on the 
need of providing more feed if farm¬ 
ers were to maintain output of meat 
and dairy products. 

The recommended rye acreage for 
1947 was 487,100, six per cent, be¬ 
low the 518,090 acres seeded in 1946. 

The conference recommended that 
the prairie provinces put 18,811,100 
acres in summerfallow— land left idle 
for a year as a conservation measure 
—compared with the 18,906,000 acres 
summerfallow this year. 

The target for mixed grains, grown 
principally in Quebec and Ontario, 
was placed at 1,453,400, a four-per 
cent, gain over this year’s total of 
1,399,300 acres.
